Socialism ean never take deep 
root in a commonwealth' that is ab¬ 
solutely corrupt. .\ Social-Demo¬ 
cracy can never he established in a 
nation that is thoroughly rotten. 
Jlore than any other cla!<a of citizema, 
more than any other political party,' 
the Sdtial-Democrats are interesterl 
in fighting corruption, weeding out 
grafters anil fighting boodlers to the 
death. Although the boodljrs are 
the natural product of the capital¬ 
istic system, of the terrific competi¬ 
tive struggle and of modem businc.-is 
principles,—the booillers more than 
any other agency poison the minds 
of the people, make ideals in polities 
a myth, and the collective conscience 
an impossibility for many. 

• Wo must therefore fight fuc boml- 
Icrs and grafters in onler to make 
Socialism possible. 

I do not wish to be misunderstood. 
We are not simply attacking .Rose 
or any Democrats and Republicans 
personally as “bad men.” \o in¬ 
telligent man longer believes in the 
panacea for social ills that us<>d to 
be olTered, namely, the elevation of 
so-called “good men” to office. 
Plenty of “good men" have bwo 
corrupted by the system which they 
have tried to patch up and regulaie, 
honestly enough, no doubt. Men ore 
what they are becau.se of the things, 
ideas, persons and environment by 
which thev have lieen influenced.

claim, and rightly claim, that the 
corruption had gotten worse. .\nd 
it is Ismnd to get worse in the degre.' 
that capitalism corrodes and the 
middle class crumolcs and bivomcs 
roi ten. 

The Social - Democratic parfv 
alone goes to the root of the evil. 
.Socialism will some day entirely re¬ 
move the causes, and they will only 
di.sappear in the same degn'O ti at 
we introiluee .Sochdism. .\nd the 
Social-Democrats, having this 'goal 
in view, are above temptation. Of 
the many Social-Deinocrata elected 
in Oermany. Prance, .England and 
.Austria, hardly any have ever fallen 
by the wayside. 

The Soeial-Demoernta have the 
pew conscience, the Social Con¬ 
science, which teaches them that no 
proletarian ean help himself at the 
cast of the colloctivity without hurt¬ 
ing himself and his family and the 
entire laboring class in the end. 

I will add to this that I ask no¬ 
body’s vote on tho ground of per¬ 
sonal acquaintance or friendship. I 
ask for nobody's vote simply bccausa 
I am honest. I only want such votes 
ns stand for municipal Socialism 
.'Anybody who votes for me and does 
not vote a straight ticket is not do¬ 
ing me a favor, and is doing 
nothing for the cause. 

But if you want to add one stone 
to the building up of a new system, 
where graft and graftc."s chall bo un¬ 
known,—if yon want lo vote for 
yourself and for the future of your 
children, then vote the Social-Demo¬ 
cratic ticket and vote it straighL 


class does not have, because with 
them the motto is: Each man for 
himself and the devil take the hind¬ 
most. 

Xow with the working class the 
motto has been turned the other 
way : Even-body for himself means 
that vhe devil gets them all. We 
must hang fogrther or we hang 
separately. f)nce more in the world 
a new conscience is being formed. 
It is not formed by our particular 
goodness, but it is formed by iron 
necessity. .Any workingman or 
union man or Social-Democrat who 
does not possess this new social con¬ 
science is wortlilesa to our cause. 
He is a soldienwho is not sworn in. 
.And what is worse, he cannot be 
swoni in. He is a dangerous foe 
and we must regard him as such. 
But I may say that it is fortunate 
for the future of humanity and for 
the coming civilization that the 
numtier of men possessing or acquir¬ 
ing this new social conscience i.s get¬ 
ting larger every day. And fellow 
citizens, I will tell you that 1 would 
trust a man possessing this new con¬ 
science with my money, my honor 
or my life a thousand times sooner, 
than a man who has sworn e thou- 
.sand oaths hut who does not pos.scss 
this conscience. 

So in this city as in every other 
modern city the citizens without dif¬ 
ference/if political affiliation, polit¬ 
ical or religious creed, have to turn 
to us workingmen for honest gov¬ 
ernment and clean administration. 
We do not make any special plea of 
our hnnestv. While with the cap¬ 
italistic parties honest;, is the high¬ 


est virtue demanjgd, with us it is 
the first and the least requisite of i* 
SociaL-Dcmocrat. A man must )»s- 
ses a good many other things before 
he is consiibsed a good Social-Dom- 
ocrat. Honesty is the very first and 
least (|emand, before we even jicrmit 
him to join our ranlft. 

Xor do we make any special pro¬ 
mises other than what the platform 
contains and which are on our way 
to the Introduction of Socialism. 
.And the demands of this platform 
we shall try to carry out as far as 
the capitalistic laws will permit us. 

We are very well aware that we 
cannot have .Socialism by carrying 
a municipal election Jn Slilwaukee- 
We are well aware that we shall have 
to carry this election and a good 
many others-in this city and 'ven 
ill this state before we can carry out 
our program. Yet being in politics 
with a higher aim than simply put¬ 
ting men in office we can stand vic¬ 
tories or reverses with the same 
equanimity. We know that our time 
will come and must come. That 
.should we be repulsed this time, we 
will lie here two years from now or 
four years from now. larger and 
stronger than ever before. Mean¬ 
while in the camp of the enemy 
boodle, corruption, scandals and 
consternation also are growing from 
year to year. If any capitalist 
politician should he victorious, no 
doubt things will be jnst aa bad or 
worse two years or four years from 
now as today. I/yik backward in 
the history of Milwaukee for twen¬ 
ty-four years—the time that 1 can 
remember. Tell me of a single elec-

Therefore we Socialists warn the 
voters not to be cauglit'by the cur¬ 
rent drivel about •'Tiusiness methods” 
and “business principles”. .A gov¬ 
ernment is not a personal contri¬ 
vance like a bnainess. It should 
bring about the greatest good to all 
regardless of profit, aa long aa there 
is a way to make ends meet. 

The business world has degener¬ 
ated. 

What Milwaukee liml other large 
eities need most just now is work¬ 
ingmen’s administrations. 

Only the workingman is being 
taught hy all agencies to he honest. 
His employer teaches him to he 
honest. If he is not. he is dis¬ 
charged. His foreman te.iches him 
to be lioneat. If he is not, he loses 
his job. His union teaches him to 
be honest. If he ia not, and becomes 
a scab, he is liahle to get into 
trouble. His class interest teaches 
him to be honest, tiecaiisc he has 
nothing to gain and everything to 
lose by being dishonest. .And out¬ 
side of a few business agents or 
walking delegates here and there, 
especially in the Building Trades, 
who get into touch with the con¬ 
tractors and politicians and get 
spoiled therchy, the working class 
as a class ia honest. •

“The Story of a I>ahor Agitator.’* by Joseph R. Buchanan, is th** title nf a new Imok. .nnd the Outlook 
company of New York is its publi.slier. The hook is precisely what its title indicates, and the story, which 
covers some of the moft stirring scenes in modern labor history, is fold in such wealth of vivid detail and 
charming candor that one is cari'ied from the first page to the last without the intrusion oi a single dull 
moment. 

Tt required genuine moral and phjwieal heroic to fight for labor in the Rock mountains twenty 
years ago. .Toe Buchanan had both, and his labor record hears the royal seal of honor. 

From first to last he stood for labor. He was threatened, but never cowed; tempted, but never cor¬ 
rupted ; deserted and staned, but he never surrendered. 

In the winter of 1897-98 T dropped into Wallace, Ida. Jim Callahan, a former a.ssoeiate of Bu¬ 
chanan, was editing the Ijihor Tribune. «

The following it taken from an 
article entitled. ‘Tacationa for 
the workers” by Franklin Mat- 
liAWN in the 1003 June number of 
“The Worlds Work” magarino: 

"'rhere are no employes in-th# 
world who have more leisure time, 
and under pay, than those who 
work in the U. S. Fwieral service. 
In the Cuf'oms service, for ex¬ 
ample, it is a matter over which 
they make merry. * 

The goveriunent gives each em¬ 
ploye thirty days vacation under 
pay each year. 

In addition there is allowec' to 
each one quarterly, thirty days 
with pay for sick leave. Many 
employes who, fortunately, are 
not aick, combine these learea in¬ 
to a eirty d..ys vacation during 
which time many men and even 
typewriter girls go to Europe. 

In addition to the above, of 
course, they get eight holidays a 
year. This, with Sundays, makes 
*120 'days out of the 36.*^ which 
these goverrment employes have 
to themselvtii. In other wonis, 
they work only two thirds of the 
time. But that is not all. They 
have fifty-tw’O holldaye on Satur¬ 
day afternoons, thus making 
twenty-aix more dhya, leaving 
210 working days in thi> year to 
work only from 0 A. M. until 4 
P. M.” 

Under the inevitable Co-oper¬ 
ative Commonwealth every work¬ 
er will enjoy these privile^ 
w’hich mal^ life worth living 
simply because, by their ballota, 
they decided to have it ao.

But corruption in our municipal affairs la not a new oocnrrssce, and we call attention 
to the fact that It is to the eormptlve posrtr of capittUsm, plsying upon the venality, the uncartointy for the future 
and the businets instinct of those who hare made polities a boniBesa, that we owe the fcondaloui corruption of onr 
govemmenL By the average capitalist and batineu man the bribing of a politician is considered abeelntoly legiti¬ 
mate, if buiineta requires it. 

We do not need to prove these points. They wire proved by the grand jury. 

A municipal govemmeot cannot have the same end in view os a private bostneee. A municipal government ought 
never to be conducted from mothree of pereonal gain. The trouble la that too many monlcipiu governments have 
been so conducted—and that is just the reason why we have investigations In St. Louis, Grand Rapids, Chicago, MU* 
waukee, etc—"buoinets" administrations, every one of them. 

Nor does any intelligent nun longer believe in the panacea of electing eo-colled *good men” to office. Plenty of 
•good men” have ^n corrupted by the syatem which they have tried to patch up and regulate. All agh-eoundlng 
clamor by capitalist parties about business principles, "good men,** etc, is therefore elmply a dishonest bid for votes. 
Buoinesa corrupts polities. 

The Social-Democratic party goes to the root of the evlL Socialism will some day entirely remove the causes, 
and they wUl only disappear to the extent that we introduce Socialiam. And the Sodal-Democrats, having this goiu 
in view, are above temi^tion. Of the many Social-Democrats elected in Germany, England and Austria, hardly one 
has ever fallen by the wayside.

Then came the modern ijuprovc- 
meniA in tho w'ay of machines which 
so enormously increased the outj)iit 
of the worker that the art could no 
longer be practicably pursuwl ex¬ 
cept by tho use of extensive nnd 
costly machinery. Invention trans- 
j formed Uie former independent 
; worker into a depemhmt ujwn an 
outfit of machinery which was so 
\*astly beyond his means that lie 
coluld never hope to own it; and 
thereby lie became, as to his liveli¬ 
hood, tJie serf of the capitalist who 
liad the mean.® to become the owner 
of this machinery. When that ca|v 
italist commands the list* of thi« 
machinery so that the worker can¬ 
not use it, except with the former'? 
jHTinisiion, the capitalist is the 
worker’s inai-ter. just as cfTectually 
as was any feudal lord in the middle 
agi*.-» ilie nin.'^tor of his dependants.

ing with the year 1347 
!pt over the countries of 
great plague known as the 

_ath. So extensive and so 

intensive was this great human cal- 
anfity that a large part of tlie civilization of Europe was paralyzed 
and destroyed. It was supposed to have been of Asiatic origin, if we 
arc still to’ hold to the time-honored idea that diseases are ■ communic¬ 
able, yet the accounts, some of them none too free from fable, claim 
that just preceding the plague there were a scries of p^uliar atmos¬ 
pheric and terrestrial commotions and that the foundations of the 
earth were shaken, that there were earthquakes and droughts, and, fin¬ 
ally, a pestiferona wind that blighted all it came in contact with. • For 
three years the great source of bubonic disease continued to decimate 
the popnlation of continental Europe, and even in London there were 
some 100,000 deaths. It is said that a conservative estimate ,of tlie 
mortality places the deaths at fully one-fourth of the inhabitants. 

A most peculiar phase of the “great mortality,” as it has been cal¬ 
led, was the widespread effort of the people to save themselves by 
Molding a mental shock. Fear and loes of confidence before tho 
steady encroachment of the great fatality siezed on the stoutest of 
hearts. In their panic, even the religious ideas of the people lost their 
force, and the notion became prevalent that the only possible escape 
from the plague lay in revelry and merrtTnaking and that indifference 
to fear wa.« the only safeguard. Consequently feelings of humanity 
fled from, tliem, the sick were left without nurses or doctors, the roystcr- 
ing multitude closed their ears to all knowledge of the sick and rotated 
from tavern to tavern, gorging and swilling on tie over-stock of the 
public places and shops, from which all cash or credit transaction bad 
disappeared. When they went through the streets they carried aro¬ 
matic spices in their hands, whidi they sniffed as they walked to keep 
ont the doors of the sir infecting sick and the decaying corpses that 
had been pushed out from the. houses of death. 

Midst the cries of the sick rose the coarse, heartless laughter of 
those still well. 

The hearts of all were closed to the commonest feelings of hu¬ 
manity, and all was abandon, excess and riotoua mirth and hubbub. 

History has as yet not gotten the proper perspective, which will 
come with the receding years, to write of a more modem Black Plague, 
a plague that has had longer life than that in the Fourteenth century 
which we have been referring to. It ia still qpon us this plague of 
capitalism. Lot us see if you cannot see the likeness between tlie one 
and the other: 

In place of the atmospheric and terrestrial commotion that pre¬ 
ceded the Black Death, the later plague of capitalism was precc.ded by 
tlu! series of mechanical inventions and discoveries that revolutionized 
the mode of production and gave feudalism its death warrant. The 
whole proiiss of manufacture was disturbed and disrupted, and then 
came the firA Liste of capitalist exploitation of the toilers by means of 
the factory' system. The means of production were taken possession 
of by the newly evolved capitalists and with the groatcsl ferocity the 
worke" were robbed of their product. In England the factory sys¬ 
tem spread a pestilence of slow starvation tbroiighcat the industrial 
working class population. The smallest cliildrcn were devo' red by this 
hideous cannibalism, and were worked in relays in factories that were 
virtually prisons, one relay of children returning to the bt-ds just va¬ 
cated by the other relay, so that Engels tells us “the bcils never got cold.” 
Then the partially awakened people began to take prevcnti'ie measures 
against the new plague, and for a time fought it with a glimmer of suc¬ 
cess here and there, bat tlie plague was too powerful an! gradually 
overspread the civilized world. Nothing was sacred before its onward 
march—all thingswere forced to square with it, state, political economy, 
the church and the public morality. Year by yea rit has grown in ei-

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but really belonging body and soul 
to the capitalist cla.<s, there arises a 
question as to wljiuh individual ca|H 
italist shall have tlie u.<c of tljis gov¬ 
ernment. Katnrally, the one who 
buys and pays for it. So it is that 
the c1a.'<s (not “publie") oftieiaU be¬ 
come inilividual employes for pay. 
Then it is that those individuals 
who were overbid in the sale of thtse 
employes raise a hue and cry about 
“graft and boodle" and there must 
be another clean-up. So another .>iot 
of oHioers with the same old labels 
are pur up to he in turn elected, 
purchased, and turneil out <ir re¬ 
formed.

The Soeialista approach the 
‘'boodle” question from a wholly 
different point of vk' . 

Here, as everywhere, they look at 
matters only from the point of view 
(if the working cla.-s. Now, workers 
are not directly intere-»te(l in the 
i|ii(*.-(ii>n (»f the ^mall hoodie of the 
(’iiv Mall nn«l the Court House 
nearly as much ns iik'v are inler- 
e.sted in the grmt .‘nndainentai 
tliieving by which their wliole class 
is kept at the euhsijtt.'mei* point 
wliile prodiuing nulold wealth. 
Their demam! is that nil boodle, 
thieving and exploitation he uhol- 
ishiMl. Her.er- it is that the Social- 
Tieinocrntic party is ph'dgeil as the 
very end of its existence to give an 
administrntinn of .-^ciety which 
slmll he honest from lop to bottom. 
'Phey do not attempt to do a little 
cleaning up in the midst of a great 
cesspool. They proj»o«e to elean out 
tlie whole dirty jiiass.

|>ersnnal advantage. So long as the 
government is used in the interests 
i>f the capitalist cla.ss a.H a whole, 
so long as its function ia confined 
to the furtherance of proiit.s and the 
protection of husiue.ss interests a.s a 
whol»\ there is no complaint. It 
makes no dilTereni*e how much in- 
justiet* that government may he per- 
|M‘iuating. whether it may not he 
lending its influence to the whole¬ 
sale exploitation of the entire work¬ 
ing elu.-s, men, women and children. 
It may, as do all modern govern¬ 
ments, exist for almost no other 
r(‘dson than this exploitation. Its 
whole system of legislation may he 
direeted toward assi.'^ting tiie owners 
of the earth in taking tlie worker's 
prcnluct. Still there is no complaint 
of immorality, no charges of dis¬ 
honesty. no cry of “boodle.” 

So long as no one is robbed save 
tlie workersj evervtliing is liighly 
moral, wholly honest, and no 
“hiiodle" exists. It is rtrognized hv 
the “re.sperlahle" thieving (deineni 
in .<oeiety that tlie.se are the iegiti- 
nuiie functions of a government un¬ 
der capitalism. the ('.apitalist 

does not “play fair” even wiiii his 
own clas.-. Ho ^nnoi re.^iat the 
j temptation to carry “husipess ine- 
j thoils** into politic.s. .Xceording to 
! tl»e competitive .system all things 
!are for sale and must go to the high- 
|est bidder in the open markid. 

! Cattle and horses are sold in the 
stock market, men and women in 
the labor market ami so the. capital¬ 
ist seo.s no reason why there should 
he any exception made in the case 
of tho innncipal ofl'usYr.s. So it is 
that after a government has boon 
electeil to power hearing either tho 
l)em(X*ratic or the Hepnhliean tag. 


I And on coming to Milwaukee 
that the grand jury is kindly sup¬ 
plying literature for the Swial- 
Deraocratic jiarty. It would seem 
from an examination of the capital¬ 
ist press that the HepuMienn and 
Democratic conventions had been 
delayed to the very last moment in 
order to ascertain whether there 
would be suflicient politicians from 
those organizations left free from 
indictment to All out the ticket, 
and that the interval between nom¬ 
ination and election might be so 
short that there will be at least a 
reasonable .surety of the nominees 
being out of jail on election day. 

This whole cry of hoodie is some¬ 
thing which has a deeper meaning 
than appears at fir.st sight. In order 
to Uiiderstand this we must recall 
that in our present society, city', 
state and national governments are 
really but committees to do the 
work of the capitalist cla.ss in these 
respective political divisions. Since 
that capitalkt class lives only 
through exploitation of tlio workers, 
the principle husine.<s of such gov¬ 
ernments is to furiher that exploita¬ 
tion. The«e governmenU are estab¬ 
lished to protect private property 
rights in things which yield rent, 
interest and protit. So it ir that so 
long a.s the rol^berv i.s confined to 
the workers, the government is whol¬ 
ly satisfactory to the capitalist clas.s. 
But they foolishly insist that it is 
possible to have a governm('nt which 
shall be honest in details while its 
whole Aiindamental purpose is to 
further exploitation. 

I “Boodle*' simply moan.s tliat cer¬ 
tain individuals wit lin the capital¬ 
ist cla.«s are seeking to n.'^e the gov¬ 
ernment for their own individual 


with the iiidcbin ry for figliting so 
^ to elimLoate tlie icudul war-lord, 
then it is equally sound common 
sense for him lu tho same way to 
supply himself with muchienry for 
working, so as to eliminate from the 
body |H)litic the feudal industrial 
over-lord. 'I'lic piuq>ose in both 
cases is identii'al: the essential thing 
is to get rid of the over-lord. It is 
Ills |K>wer that is the danger to the 
state nnd its citizens, nnd it is iin- 
nialiTinl t|jen*fore how he gets tlie 
power, wiiether throtigh the sword 
or the piirst*. 

The plan aliove developi-d shows 
hotr these feudal inngn.iteR of indus¬ 
trial private capitalism—the.se cot¬ 
ton over-lords—may he honestly and 
fairly stripped of the power which 
tht*y have so outrageously nhiised. 
And how. by having the government 
take their places a.s rho employer of

The fact 
has just been learned from an ab¬ 
solutely reliable source that Rose 
I ordered the u ard employes of the 
city to attend a secret meeting on 
March 10, at the University build¬ 
ing, at which they were instructed 
as to the part they are expected to 
play in the eoniing city election, in 
voting themselves for Rose and play¬ 
ing the part of ropcr«-ir. for him in 
their re.siHH'tive wards in connection 
with the political ward organization. 
They were ordered to familiarize 
themselves with the voting ma¬ 
chines, and so on. . Vor was this all. 
The men liad been told beforehand 
by the ward foremen wljat the pur¬ 
pose of the nuN'ting was and several 
stayed away. Some of these, who 
were ihougiji to l>e still loyal, were 
.suspended, while others were forth¬ 
with discharged from the city’s ser¬ 
vice. The civil service was insti¬ 
tuted to protect city employes from 
political headsmen, but these ward 
men are lookt*d on as common vot¬ 
ing cattle who are too insignificant 
to deserve protection. It is high 
time the day of this kind of politics 
was gone forever, but nothing but a 
Socialist victory will bring an actual 
change.
